In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  the  annual  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Hudson  has  been  made 
by  this  Division.  This  audit  covered  the  period  from  the  date  of  the 
previous  audit,  August  16,  1948  to  August  22,  1949. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Road  Agent  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1947  and 
December  31,  1948,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein 
a  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  town  amounting  to  $8,955.10 
took  place  during  the  year  1948,  which  started  with  a  Surplus  of 
$1,291.75  and  closed  with  a  Net  Debt  of  $7,663.35.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  exam- 
ined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared 
with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books 
of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Appropriation  Overdrafts : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget 
Act,  application  was  made  to  the  Tax  Commission  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  with  the  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee,  for  authori- 
zation to  exceed  certain  appropriations  made  by  the  town  meeting. 
Because  such  expenditures  were  made  for  emergency  measures,  the 
requested  authorization  was  granted. 

It  is  again  emphasized,  however,  that  annual  budget  deficits, 
resulting  from  appropriation  overdrafts,  may  seriously  afTect  the 
financial  condition  of  a  town.  To  avoid  this  more  attention  should 
be  given  to  (1)  the  preparation  of  budgets  and  (2)  limiting  expen- 
ditures to  appropriations  as  authorized. 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  town  officials  which  we  exam- 
ined were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure 
conformed  to  the  uniform  system  prescribed  by  this  Division. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Hudson 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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FOREST  FIRES— Our  Most  Shameful  Waste 


Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  arc  careless  with 
it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Official 
figures  show  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  result  from 
human  carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently,  we  may 
say  "Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  eflfects  far 
reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the  forests,  the 
protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground  water. 
They  upset  local  economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful  employ- 
ment and  requiring  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping  the 
size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing.  In  1949  there 
were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948,  but  they 
burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies  to  do  the 
job  they  are  capable  of,  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the 
public  —  YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVENTION — 
fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly  v.^orking.  It  can  be  achieved 
ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is 
worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be  accomplished  by: 

1.  Being  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodland,  being  particu- 
larly careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  written  permit  from  the  warden  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

4.  Calling  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our  most 
shameful  waste.

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STATE  CHILD  HEALTH  AND  IMMUNIZATION  CLINIC 

The  annual  Child  Health  and  Immunization  Clinic  was  held 
at  Junior  High  School  both  morning  and  afternoon  on  June  23, 
1949.  . 

John  Quigley,  M.  D.,  School  Physician,  Maurice  Chagnon, 
M.  D.,  and  Otto  Goldcamp,  M.  D.,  gave  each  of  the  seventy-six 
preschools  and  infants  present  an  examination,  after  they  had  been 
weighed  and  measured  and  an  individual  history  taken. 

If  desired  the  child  was  given  a  first  injection  of  tri  immunal  to 
give  them  immunity  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus. 

These  children  were  then  instructed  to  return  for  a  second 
and  a  third  dose  of  the  same  serum  which  was  given  at  the  Portable 
School  by  Dr.  Quigley  the  last  Thursday  in  July  and  Sept.  8,  1949/ 
There  were  twenty-eight  children  and  infants  signed  for  this  im*\ 
munization. 

Twenty  children  received  a  booster  dose  of  tri-immunal  to  aid 
in  preventing  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Seventy-four  patch  tests  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis  were 
applied  by  Irene  Birchall,  R.  N.,  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.  These  were 
read  and  evaluated,  and  suspicious  reactors  were  given  chest  x-rays 
at  a  subsequent  clinic  at  City  Hall,  Nashua.

Gentlemen : 

The  committee,  appointed  under  article  No.  8  at  the  recent 
7'own  Meeting  to  select  a  site  for  a  public  dump  within  the  town  of 
Hudson,  has  completed  its  task.  The  following  report  presents  the 
findings  of  the  committee. 

The  entire  town  has  been  carefully  examined  and  a  number  of 
sites  investigated.  After  considering  the  various  locations  four  were 
selected  as  the  best  available. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  comparison  of  these  four  locations,  each 
was  considered  under  the  following  headings,  and  rated  as  ( 1 )  poor,

(F)  Cost  of  maintenance  and  supervision.

Planning  Board  submits  the  following  as  its  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1949. 

A  number  of  land  divisions  have  been  presented  to  the  board 
for  acceptance. 

The  request  to  the  Federal  Government  for  aid  in  the  acquiring 
of  engineering  services  in  the  survey  and  planning  of  a  sanitary 
sewerage  system  for  the  town  is  again  with  us  in  the  form  of  new 
applications  and  forms  which  must  be  approved  by  vote  of  the 
town  as  noted  in  the  warrant.  It  is  hoped  that  a  vote  in  the  affirm- 
ative will  be  forthcoming  on  these  articles  that  progress  may  be 
made  in  this  our  second  attempt  to  secure  federal  funds.  The  time  is 
approaching  when  it  will  be  prohibitive  to  empty  sewerage  into  our 
streams  and  this  seems  like  a  step  in  the  right  direction  well  in 
advance  of  a  compulsory  order. 

Some  changes  in  our  zoning  ordinance  are  being  considered  but 
at  present  are  not  ready  to  be  placed  before  the  town  for  adoption.

The  site  for  the  Alvirne  School  was  picked  by  the  School  Board 
and  Building  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

During  the  summer  the  site  was  cleared.  Bids  for  the  erection 
of  a  school  were  opened  on  September  18.  1949  and  Swanburg 
Construction  Corporation  of  Manchester  was  low  bidder  with 
$277,964. 

The  total  cost  of  building,  grading  and  equipment  has  been 
estimated  at  $350,000. 

We  also  had  bids  on  water  pipe  from  the  present  storage  tank 
to  the  school  and  Landers  and  Griffin  of  Portsmouth  were  low  with 
$4,485.     The  water  system  is  in  use  at  present. 

The  State  widened  and  straightened  the  road  by  the  Hills  Farm 
and  we  realized  $1,675.  in  land  damages  from  the  State. 

An  amount  of  gravel  was  sold  for  highway  work  from  the  Hills 
land  and  we  were  reimbursed  by  Landers  and  Griffin  who  will  use 
their  heavy  equipment  to  clear  and  level  the  athletic  field  for  the 
school. 

Construction  was  started  on  the  new  school  about  October  20, 
1949  and  it  will  be  finished  before  September  1,  1950. 

A  partition  was  put  up  in  the  large  basement  room  in  the 
Junior  High  School  to  make  two  rooms,  so  as  to  relieve  congestion 
at  Webster  School.  Because  of  congested  conditions  in  our  grade 
schools  there  are  three  classes  in  rooms  which  are  too  small  and 
poorly  lighted.  This  condition  is  expected  to  be  relieved  next  year 
by  using  the  present  Junior  High  for  grade  school  classes. 

Mr  Henry  J.  Hastings  was  elected  Superintendent  of  Union 
No.  27  and  began  his  duties  July  1,  1949.  He  has  been  very  active 
and  helpful  in  our  school  problems. 

We  are  still  faced  with  greater  numbers  of  school  children  each 
year  and  we  will  be  glad  to  have  a  new  building  to  relieve  the  situa- 
tion for  a  while.  All  indications  are  that  the  increase  will  continue 
for  three  or  four  more  years  at  least.

To  the  Hudson  School  Board: 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  on  your 
school  system. 

The  crisis  in  public  education  has  been  receiving  nation-wide 
publicity.  This  crisis  is  upon  us  because  of  a  rapidly  increasing  birth 
rate,  a  reluctance  to  raise  teachers  salaries  in  keeping  with  wages  in 
industry  and  inability  to  construct  needed  new  buildings  during  and 
immediately  following  the  war.  The  most  optimistic  say  it  will  be 
with  us  for  at  least  ten  years  and  the  Federal  Census  Bureau  sees  no 
real  relief  from  the  increased  school  population. 

When  we  survey  our  own  school  system  to  see  how  well  it  is 
equipped  to  face  this  crisis  we  can't  help  from  feeling  very  thankful 
that  Alvime  High  School  will  become  a  reality  and  that  because  of 
being  able  to  transfer  grades  seven,  eight  and  nine  from  the  Junior 
High  School  Building  we  will  have  a  sufficient  number  of  rooms  to 
house  all  of  our  elementary  grades  next  year. 

Hudson  has  witnessed  somewhat  of  a  building  boom  these  past 
few  years  and  the  effect  has  been  very  noticeable  in  our  schools.  As 
a  result  of  an  increase  in  school  population  of  538  last  year  to  606 
this  year  our  school  buildings  and  bus  facilities  have  been  taxed  to 
their  utmost.  Although  it  was  expected  that  one  extra  teacher 
would  have  to  be  hired  this  year,  when  school  opened  in  the  fall  it 
was  found  that  the  first  grade  enrollment  was  so  large  that  an  addi- 
tional teacher  for  that  grade  was  also  employed.  The  seventh  grade 
was  also  divided  into  three  sections  but  the  added  classes  were 
absorbed  by  increasing  the  teaching  load  of  the  Junior  High  School 
teachers.  The  upper  grade  room  at  the  Centre  School  was  so  over- 
crowded that  a  few  were  transferred  to  the  Webster  School 

To  care  for  the  large  number  of  children  the  library  room  at  the 
Webster  school  was  again  used  as  a  classroom.  A  cinder  block 
partition  was  put  into  the  music  room  at  the  Junior  High  Building 
dividing  it  into  a  regulation  size  room  and  a  smaller  room.  The 
sixth  grade  was  moved  into  the  larger  room  and  the  extra  first 
grade  into  the  smaller  room. 
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These  emergency  measures,  although  not  adequate,  cared  for 
our  increases  fairly  satisfactorily  but  would  not  have  been  sufficient 
for  the  increase  expected  next  year.  With  Alvime  High  School  now 
a  reality  we  should  be  able  to  provide  space  for  several  years  to 
come. 

We  can  feel  very  pleased  with  the  work  being  done  by  our 
teachers  this  year.  Many  are  working  under  handicaps  of  lack  of 
space  and  large  enrollments  but  are  obtaining  results  beyond  ex- 
pectation. The  majority  of  them  are  very  conscientious  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  keep  them  with  us  next  year.  The 
abnormally  high  rate  of  turnover  for  the  past  several  years  gives  me 
considerable  concern.  No  real  continuity  of  teaching  procedures  for 
all  grades  can  be  evolved  when  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  cent  of  your 
teachers  are  new  each  year. 

The  hot  lunch  workers  in  the  three  schools  have  efficiently 
adjusted  themselves  to  the  larger  numbers  being  served  the  noon 
lunch  and  have  continued  to  serve  a  fine  balanced  meal.  Our  bus 
drivers  have  also  handled  their  situation  very  well. 

The  construction  of  the  Alvirne  High  School  has  presented 
many  problems  and  has  been  very  time  consuming.  This  construc- 
tion and  the  work  of  readying  the  building  for  occupancy  next  fall 
will  present  many  more  problems  but  I  am  sure  that  with  the  fine 
cooperation  of  all  concerned  the  school  will  prove  to  be  a  very 
worthwhile  addition  to  the  school  system. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers, 
and  parents  for  the  fine  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  cooperation  shown 
me  thus  far.  The  school  board  has  been  unstinting  of  its  time  and 
effort.  The  teachers  have  shown  a  very  professional  attitude  toward 
their  work.  Many  attended  summer  sessions  last  summer  and  several 
are  now  taking  extension  courses  so  that  they  may  become  better 
able  to  teach  the  youngsters  of  Hudson.  The  parents  have  attended 
many  meetings  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  school.  It  is  indeed 
an  inspiration  to  work  with  school  board  members,  teachers  and 
parents  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the  children  at  heart  and 
are  willing  to  give  these  interests  a  first  place  in  their  thinking.

To  the  Citizens  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  fourth  report  as  Principal  at  the 
Hudson  Junior  High  School. 

As  everyone  is  aware,  our  school  building  is  overcrowded  this 
year.  At  the  present  time  we  have  245  pupils  using  this  building, 
being  distributed  in  grades  as  follows :  First,  2 1 ;  Sixth,  38 ;  Seventh, 
80;  Eighth,  55;  Ninth,  46;  Tenth,  5.  Normally  we  have  about  150 
pupils  registered  in  Grades  VH-VHI-IX.  While  serious  problems 
centering  about  scheduling  that  will  best  serve  the  needs  of  such  a 
heterogeneous  group  have  largely  been  solved,  such  a  situation  as 
this  would  not  be  regarded  as  the  one  nearest  to  the  ideal.  Pupil 
coopration  and  attitudes  have  been  good.  The  teachers  have  re- 
sponded well  to  the  demands  placed  upon  them  by  the  aforesaid 
conditions.  Our  teachers  are  conscientiously  trying  to  give  of  their 
best  to  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  Junior  High  School.  Results  will  be 
the  best  when  they  are  subject  to  lighter  pupil  loads  and  a  more 
leisurely  schedule,  which  should  be  inclusive  of  a  longer  noon  hour 
than  the  present  one  of  forty  minutes.  Probably  this  will  all  be 
remedied  when  the  transition  from  Junior  High  to  Alvirne  School  is 
complete. 

Our  lunchroom  facilities  are  overtaxed.  Pupils  having  hot 
lunch  are  in  some  instances  required  to  sit  at  tables  in  the  corridors. 
Three  different  classrooms  are  comfortably  filled  each  day  at  noon 
with  pupils  eating  lunches  brought  from  home.  Mrs  Mary  Hunne- 
well  and  Mrs  Florence  Clark  have  been  doing  a  good  piece  of  work 
as  supervisors  of  the  hot  lunch  program. 

Since  our  building  is  used  so  extensively,  the  duties  of  the  jani- 
tors have  been  extensive.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
to  both  Ray  and  Charlie  Pelkey  my  sincere  appreciation  for  their 
cooperation  in  doing  their  best.

The  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  among  the  children  has 
been  unusually  low  this  year. 

Local  organizations  and  kind  citizens  have  generously  con- 
tributed to  the  nutritional  fund,  thus  enabling  many  needy  children 
to  have  milk  and  hot  lunch. 

Contributions  of  shoes,  clothing,  rubbers  and  overshoes  have 
eased  the  burden  on  many  needy  families. 

The  Macio  Audiometer  was  used  for  hearing  tests.  This  made 
it  possible  to  include  first  and  second  grades  in  the  test.  Lip  reading 
is  provided  for  those  pupils  showing  loss  and  needing  it. 

Children  attend  the  clinic  at  Community  Council  in  Nashua 
every  week  for  speech  and  guidance.  This  is  available  for  any  one 
needing  such  guidance. 

An  interesting  project  was  completed  during  the  Christmas 
season  by  the  pupils  of  the  Webster  School.  They  brought  in 
articles  of  food  ample  to  complete  seven  baskets.  These  were  dis- 
tributed to  needy  families  by  the  school  teachers. 

The  splendid  cooperation  of  teachers  and  parents  is  a  helpful 
factor  in  promoting  a  health  program  and  is  greatly  appreciated.
